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Are the Profoundly and Incurably Deaf 

to be Left to Work Out their own 

Salvation, Material and OtherwUe ?

I am aware that this question is, on it's 
face, well nigh preposterous. In the know- 
ledge which I 1'ive through a large per- 
sonal acquaintance with my colleagues in 
Otology, and that, through familim itv 
with the records of the others, I should 
have such an assurance of their abiding 
interest in the welfare of those to whom 
medicine mid surgery offer nothing, that 
but one answer would he possible, ami that 
an emphatic negative. And yet, in spile of 
this, I expect to show that the question 
merits serious consideration. For with 
the discovery that the deaf can he taught 
to speak, better or worse; likewise read 
the lips, better or worse ; and the discovery 
fortified by positive assertions from 
supposedly competent to speak with au- 
thority, that the deaf may, bv these means, 
be restored to society, this abiding interest 
has assumed the passive form. The field 
in recent years has been so completely 
occupied by educational specialists, that 
even the policy of " watchful waiting" is 
not greatly in evidence. Moreover, the 
complacency which naturally follows a 
shifting of the burden to other shoulders, 
has been but little disturbed by the fact thai 
these educators are divided into two hi 
camps ; accusing each other of devotion 
to fad or chimera, to the detriment of their 
followers; and openly fighting each other 
at legislative bearings, on the disposal of 
appropriations for the education of the 
deaf. It has perhaps also been forgotten 
that the parents of the deaf child may, in 
the light of this conflict between the 
cators, some day ask why the hearing 
chil n so hedged about with medi 

cal inspection and the deaf allowed DO 
•uch supervision. These are conditions, 
not theories; and if we would not have 
an affirmative answer to our question, 
this abiding interest must again become 
active. 

The claims and counter-claims of the 
two factions are important, mainly as 
they represent or misrepresent the average 
of results attained. The exceptionally 
good result here or elsewhere, proves no- 
thing but individual adaptability. Before 
going, however, into the mciits of the 
case, we may glance for a moment at the 
logical consequences of accepting unre- 
servedly the dictum of either faction. 

If the deaf child, reared properly in a 
purely oral environment, can, in due time, 
go to school (even college 1 with the heal 
ing and is thereby restored to aociety ; titan 
all we have to do" is to tax ourselves a little 
more for it's preliminary education, after 
which we may express ourselves to this 
effect : " The average person labors undai 
a handicap of some kind. Your ban 
has been reduced to the minimum ; there- 
fore you are entitled to no special Confident. 
" This syllogAm may be faulty in 
that the middle term may not balance the 
major ; but to question the conclusion one 
must question an admitted fact — the status 
of the deaf. 

If, on the ofherhand, an education, faci- 
litated by the use of signs and with special 
attention to character building, is all -im- 
portant, the prospect that the deaf will he 
more than they have always been — a class 
to and by themselves — is very raw 

In either event the deaf would be left to 
work out their own salvation, and this is 
the affirmative answer to our question. 

Turning now to tha merits of the case, 
we may note first that a general exception 
may be taken against the oralists and 
"Combined System" pcopl. very. 

To the oralists' declaration that ( I ), 
" a language of signs is unnecessary, but, if 
desired, can be learned at any age in a few 
months' lime," there is the objection that 
the first part may be true in a limited sense 
only, and the last part in no sense. One 
does not acquire adequately, even in child 
hood, any means of communication with- 
out long practice ; and without the sign- 
lane Hires, sermons, general dis- 
cussions, and the benefits to be derived 
therefrom, are simply out of the question 
On this point I quote from one peculiarly 
qualified to speak, Mrs. Sylvia C. Balis, a 
deaf tcachci of the deaf in the Belleville, 
Ont., School. She says : " An expert lip- 
ler myself, with many years experience, 
I h yet been able to follow an 
orally delivered address, nor have I ever, 
among tin 'lis I have 
met, one who could. At I)e- 
lavan, Wisconsin, three year the 
Convention ol Instructors, • 
and Archer were claiming il 
when I told them that I hadbeenun.il 
understand a word they b tlio' 
near and in a good light. I Called upon 
any deaf person in the audience who 
wed the oral argument to arise. Aftei 
iy, one, s iter's 
school (Mt. Airy) said in \ir'i\ that in all 
his years at Mt. Airy he had never : 
able to understand or enjoy a chapel ser- 
• r any spoken address. "

System" people that, in properly sell 
cases, they make a premier showing of 
speech and lip-apeech, and develop the 
natural signs, as a necessary

accessory gestures, is the sum and substance 
of the sign language. Add to this the natur- 
al desire of the parents of the deaf child 
to hear that child speak, and the enthusi- 
asm for oralism is easy of comprehension. 
artbreaking disappointment attend- 
ant upon the failure of that speech to meet 
the expectations, is another story. 

in these general criticisms and, supple- 
mentary remarks, the scope of our inquiry 
is fairly outlined. Having now heard the 
educators say what can be done for the 
deaf, il remains to hear what the educated 
deal say has been done ; and, as both fac- 
tions of the former are committed to oral- 
ism, differing only 'in the scope of it's 
application, it is manifest that we may 
call to the witness stand none but the 
speaking deaf 

Prom the "cloud of witnesses" avail- 
able, I will call to the stand only the tew 
needed to clarify the issue already alluded 
to as the only one of real import lo us ; the 
exclusion or establishment of misrepre- 
sentation in the educational schemes. 
These witnesses will not appear in person, 
but, to borrow a legal phrase, by deposi- 
tion duly signed. 

Miss Alice C. Jennings, of Boston, until 
recent years a pure oralist, says : "It (the 
sign language) was like a new world to 
me. II seems wonderful that such deep 
thought could be expressed by a few 
(■esluies and the spelling of a few words. 
The study of signs has, I think, increased 
my own mental power.* I have written 
more vividly, more pictorially, through 
having these pictured words constantly 
before my mind. Another great advantage 
in knowing signs is the relief thus given 
to physical strain. The best lip -readei 
that ever lived csoaot understand every- 
thing. When in sermon or conversation, 
signs and the manual alphabet are freely 
used, the meaning is not only rendered 
more clear, hut the labor of getting hold 
of it is vastly lessened." 

Miss ] vi lit li Fitzgerald, Dclavan Wis . 
B.A., Gallaudet, preliminary course at 
Northampton J( pure oral), says: "It is, 
from observation, my opinion thai the 
orally-taught deaf are greatly in need of 
signs, for the very reason that I needed 
them. The sign language is the only re- 
sort in this broadening process. I know 
thai if I had had signs when young, 1 
would not only be better informed than 1 
am, bul 1 would have had a happier child- 
hood." 

Isaac Goldberg, a well known chemist of 
Brooklyn, deaf from 7th year, but speech 
retained, graduate of the Institution for 
the Improved Instruction of Deaf- Mutes 
(the great oral school of it's day), and <oil- 
Lsudsl later, says : " After I left the oral 
school, and because of the unsatisfactory 
stale of knowledge, my parents put mc 
under a private tutor who lived me up in 
the three R's. 1 do not feel that I owe my 
powers of speech and lip-rending to the 
Oral People, seeing that I had these facul- 
ties before I enteied their school. It may 
have helped to develope these powers, but 
what I am to day I certainly do not owe to 
my ability to speak and read the lips. I, 
however, know positively that the learning 
I now have and which enables me to earn 
my living, I obtained fiom the manual 
school, exclusively." 

Kurt l . 'Terence to newspaper ex- 

ploitation, he makes these observations on 
pure oralism : " I have always insist 
if it is necessary that the public be advised 
oT the merits of pure oralism, it is matter 

of pure justice that it should be told of ds 
weaknesses.

I have 
vet to meet an orally taught deaf person at 
one of these conventions who came there 
lo urge the advantages of the oral method. 
Are those orally taught deaf so completely 
restored to society that they have lost all 
interest in their (leaf brothers and sisters. 
or is theie some other reason for their non- 
at tendance? I asked Mr. Booth to please 
enlighten me while at Delavan last sum- 
mer, and he said that he admitted the 
fact that they did not attend, but could 
not tell me why it was. To get flown t:> 
the utility of the question, what good 
would lip reading do me? Suppose 'I were 
one of these marvels born with a quick eye 
to read the lips, would I dare employ lip- 
reading in business affairs? I say I would 
not. If a dispute arose as to the under- 
standing of an agreement, what court of 
would affirm that B mere lip-reader 
better understood any given conversation 
than he who could heal ? On the other 
baud what court would not accept written 
evidence in preference to verbal?:' 

Bdwin A. Hodgson, M.A., over thirty 
years editor Dba.1* Murics' Joiirnai,, New 
York, says: "No one will blame S mo- 
ther for desiring, above all things else, that 
her child shall be trained to enunciate 
printed words. No one can convince a 
loving parent that a few words spoken by 
her deaf child is not S real demonstration 
oT educational progress. Sometimes it is 
and sometimes it is not. As one of the 
street cai advertisements says : ' You can 
teach a parrot to say " Just as good," but 
the parrot won't know what it means.' 
The truth is that mental compieli- 
of things, and a proper understanding of 
the import of words and their grainmati 
cal connections, must precede verbal ex- 
pression in order to give that expression 
any value. The pure oralist says that the 
sign language is a detriment to success in 
oral accomplishment, lie does not seem 
to know that the reading of the lip mo- 
tions is just the same to the deaf as the 
reading of finger or arm motions. All are 
simple signs, without any tone of sound 
whatever. The writer has had fully forty 
years of experience as a totally deaf man. 
sound in all these years has broken 
the eternal stillness of his life. Yet he 
speaks so that people understand him, and 
reads the lips with negative ability. He 
believes the sign language to be the great- 
est Ikioii to the deaf — next to books and 
the "movies," the most lucid interpreter 
of thoughts that educate and give pleasing 
satisfaction to the silent wayfarer along the 
journey of life." 

J. II. Cloud, Kditor of "Public Opinion" 
in the Silent Worker, says: "The ag- 
gressive activity of the oralists is in a great 
measure the WHY of the N. A. I), with 
it's present membership of over one thou- 
sand. The unwarranted claims made for 
the oral method in the public press, and 
the lobbying for special laws favoring that 
method must be counteracted, and that 
entails a burdensome tax on the resources 
of the N. A. I). The oral association has 
an endowment fund of f, 100,000 and other 
property valued at probably as much more, 
all of which is piactically the gift of om- 
nia n whose hobby is the teaching of the 
to speak. With such valuable re- 
sources the oralists have a trenti 
advantage when it comes to Influencing 
public opinion in favor of their method, 
by means of magazines, pamphlets, press 
articles and agents. On the side of the 
deaf there is at present little moie than the 
righteousness of their cause." 

To toil personal testimony should lie 
added the resolutions unanimously adopted 

by the Nebraska S. A. D., calling for the

only State having such a law, although in 
Pennsylvania there is a stipulation about 
the availability of appropriations, which 
might be construed thai way). 

In the light of this evidence, any state- 
ment that toe efficiency of pure oralism it 

beyond academic discussion must appear 
prematuie Such a statement may be 
even more than piemature if we are com- 
pelled to accept as fact ihe positive asser- 
tion of some ot the men just quoted, that 
the deaf of America, where the sign lan- 
guaga is so jealous!

ing. In marked contrast with this recep- 
tion by colleagues ww that by those con- 
versant with the facu cited and the condi- 
tions portrayed. Prom Henry W. Rothert, 
Superintendent of the Iowa School for the 
Deaf, and Dr. E. H. Currier, Superinten- 
dent of the New York Institution, I bad 
unqualified approval, and President How- 
ard of the N. A. D. wrote me at length, 
beginning with these : " I have been 
much interested in your (proposed) ad- 
dress before the Academy. I can say 
without hesitation that the deaf people of 
America will hail it with delight, and 
would beg that it be made a part of the 
literature of the N. A. D. to be distributed 
in pamphlet form. It is indeed gratifying 
to have a medical man treat a subject like 
this from a common seuse standpoint and 
urge an attempt at the practical rather than 
theorize on an impractical proposition." 

The press notices in the literature of the 
deaf have also been distinctly favorable. 
Here is one from the Companion : "It is 
an article that can be read with profit by 
every educator of the deaf in the world. 
It gives the views.of an impartial observer 
and student who has no axe to grind, but 
seeks to discover the truth and makes it 
known. The article is esprcially recom- 
mended to those who are inclined to go to 
extremes in one way or another in the 
education of the deaf." 

These people have, of course, had an ad- 
ditional advantage in that, while consider- 
ing my proposition they were not limited 
to the eighteen minutes prescribed by the 
rules of this Academy ; but that I have 
raised a real issue, must be manifest from 
the fact that I have excited the two ex- 
tremes of comment. Moreover, in advocat- 
ing the general acquisition of the sign 
language For the betterment of the social 
condition of the deaf, I may have em- 
phasized the lesser rather than the greater 
benefits to be derived from it. This is 
outlined in my closing discussion, where I 
spoke of it as the plain road by which the 
deaf would be incidentally and therefore 
more effectively helped ; and then citied 
the experiment of the Los Angeles school 
teacher who, like me, although indepen- 
dently, was Impressed with the logic of 
events in this particular field. 

Thus the assertion that my proposition 
contains large economic possibilities seems 
wholly within reason. This is a cosmo- 
politan country, the " melting pot " of the 
world, with a large foreign population, 
much of which is, after years of residence, 
still assembled in communities where 
familiarity with our customs, lawa and 
language, is not cultivated ; and much of 
which, especially that from Mediterranean 
countries, is adept in the sign language. 
How much easier it would be to assimilate 
this population if we could communicate 
freely with these people of whatever lan- 
guage, as our deaf friends can and do on 
occasion. For instance, take the case of 
the totally deaf man in a Pennsylvania 
steel mill, who acts as interpreter for the 
Workmen who can not speak English. 
The only wonder is that this object lesson 
should have been ignored so long. Think 
of it ! Pifty thousand Americans, whose 
social relations with their fellow citizens 
hang by a thread so feeble that they fear 
to trust it, Still able through the despised 
sign language to meet multitudes of the 
foreign tongued on practically even terms ! 
In the popularity of the movies and Miss 
Reaves' demonstration in her Los Angeles 
school, we may see the trend of the times, 
although yet unrecognised by -those who 
give it force. Under such circumstances 
we can well afford to advocate the system- 
atic study of the sign language. 

But its advantages to the deaf alone are 
worth while. With 95^ of them self-sup- 
porting, useful citizens, and no mendicants 
in the other 5%, it will be difficult to find a 
class of people to equal them in efficiency. 
Indeed, so jealous are they of their good 
name that they have secured in some States, 
and are working to that end in others, the 
enactment of a law making it a misdemean- 
or to solicit charity on account of deafness ; 
and for it's enforcement they pledge their 
expert service in detection. Individually 
they have, perhaps all, appealed to us 
directly to relieve them from their afflic- 
tion. The indirect appeal to help them get 
what they want, as they want it, should be 
no less binding, if we are to keep bright 
ur 'scutchon the word, altruism. 

.1011, Dr. Young: In elos- 
irj of my paper last year, 
and of which there is uuaccountablv no re- 
cord in the printed transactions, 1 found it 
-sary to emphasize the fact that oralism 
as an accomplishment was not under q 
tiou. To concede that it was an accom- 
plishment, and I conceded it, in no way 
ument ; for 1 urged a mea- 
sure, profitable alike to the hearing and the 
deaf, and including those, however, many 
or few, that oral teachers despair of help- 
ing. Had more time been allowed me. 1 
would have presented documents confir- 
matory of the statements made.

There are advantages 
in the second hearing. The temerity 
assumed when one advocates a sort of volte 
/,irf in matters supposedly scientific may

But the independent and general investiga- 



tion, heretefore neglected, and which I 
now confidently anticipate, will eventually 
bring the conviction that the happn 
the deaf is paramount, and they know best 
wherein that lies. It will also, and this is 
the answer to my critics, uncover some- 
thing already accomplished. Besides the 
entering wedge, driven by Miss Reaves in 
the Los Angeles public schools, there is 
the conversation of the Boy Scouts and 
the Camp Fire Girls ; and the N. A. D., 
now one thousand two hundred strong, 
has inaugurated a campaign of organiza- 
tion to this end. I may conclude with 
this self-evident fact : That when this 
'clown" language (Dr. Glegau's expres- 
sion) is abolished, the theaters will, be 
dark aud the phonograph do all the public 
speaking. But this will not be in our day. 

Symposium : " Oral methods in the edu- 
cation of the Deaf" (Goldstein). 

Discussion : Dr. H. B. Young, Burling- 
ton, Iowa. 

If this demonstration is intended to 
show that deaf children, generally, can be 
taught to speak, more or less intelligibly, 
it only shows something that no well-in- 
formed person disputes. If, however, the 
purpose is to show that exclusive oralism 
should be the method of election, it is at 
least misleading. In support of tbis state- 
ment I will cite a few well-established 
facts : 

(1) A large proportion of the best edu- 
cated deaf in the world, the American 
deaf, including manv of the best oppo- 
nents of oralism, endorse the " combined 
system" and antagonize " pure oralism." 

(2) Many of the most experienced 
teachers, among whom are : E. M. Gal- 
laudet, (President Emeritus National Uni- 
versity, Washington); Dobyns, (Missis- 
sippi School, retired); Rothert, (Iowa); 
Swiler, (Wiiconsin, retired); Rogers, 
(Keutucky); Jones, (Ohio); Clarke, 
(Washington); Connor, (Georgia); Cur- 
rier, (New York); O'Donnell, (Califor- 
nia), and others, the two latter originally 
"oralists," endorse and antagonize like 
these educated deaf. 

(3) Advocates of "pure oralism," as a 
a rule, have little systematic knowledge of 
signs," and are therefore not qualified to 
judge. 

4. Products of oral schools, in large 
measure, eventually resort to signs ; the 
unheeded plea of one : " That the public 
should l>e taught how to talk (labialize) to 
the deaf," may be a reason. 

5. " Pure Oralism" does not contribute 
to "higher education." The records of 
Gallaudet College, the greatest of it's kind 
in the world, show this in several ways. 

6. The only natural, and therefore 
universal, language (based on the first 
effort of the hearing or deaf child of any 
race) is gesture with or without inarti- 
culate cries. Contrast this with Kerr 
Love's assertion that "speech is the 
natural language of man," the major 
premise of oralism ; and read the criticism 
of the same by Arnold Hill Payne, writer 
of the chapter on " Deafness," new 
Encycl. Brittanica. 

The sign language is the only natural, 
and thus universal language. It was 
highly esteemed by the ancient Romans, 
and now enjoys recrudescence through the 
invention of the " movie" camera. 

7. The language of the emotions is not 
in words ; and our instinctive exhibitions 
may not be questioned. 

These facts alone, regardless alike of the 
few excellent results, the passable results, 
and the distressful failures, should make 
the wise altruist pause and consider. 
Personally, after extended investigation, I 
must accept the verdict of the intelligent 
"patient," that oralism of reasonable 
quality is a good adjunct to signs, other- 
wise a delusion, possibly a snare ; and any 
other pronouncement by tbis Academy is 
equivalent to an endorsement of the nar- 
row and exclusive dogma.

He is staying down al 
his home in Clinton County, work- 
ing at weaving. 

We visited Mr. Lewis Flenniken 
last Sunday, ovei in St. Anthony's 
Hospital, He is very low as a 
result of dropsy, and is scarcely 

able to iscognlse friends, much less 

able to converse with the deaf. His 
hands are much swollen, and he can 
sea cely use them. He is a sen of 
the liist, pupil Of the institution 
when it Was opened iu 182!>. Back 
in the eighties ho w.is Boys' Super 
visor of the School, and later held 
the same position in the California 
School. When the Alumni of the 
Ohio School purchased the property, 

now occupied as the Home for the 
Aged and Infirm Deaf in 1896, he 
was placed in charge of it and con- 
tinued therein until a little after 
the flist resident, Mrs. Nancy 
Towusenii, was admitted in 1898. 
At the time of our visit to him, his 

sister, Mrs. High, of West Jefferson, 

was there, Latel Mis. Joseph Lieb 
dropped ill, and Mr. 0, W. Charles. 
Mis. Nancy Townsend, mention- 
ed above, breathed her last in the 
early hours of Tuesday, having been 
confined to her room for several 
weeks. Her death was due mostly 

to the infirmities of age, being near- 
ly eighty- live years old.

the Ho from the Wairen County 

Infirmary in 1898, being the first 
pel son to share its benefits. In 
addition to the loss of speech and 
hearing, sight was also denied 
her.

Mrs. Townsend was mariied to 
J E. Townsend in the seventies, 
by whom she had two sons, one 

bearing, still living In Indiana, and 
the other deaf , we think, killed on a 
railroad Irack while still a young 
boy.
